‘In approaching the discussion of eutha- 
nasia, or mercy killing, from a purely sci- 


* entific viewpoint, one must have a satis- 


factory answer to certain basic questions 
before an intelligent reply can be made. 


Moralists and legalists have answered, 
each from own viewpoint. To the 
moralist there is little, if any, difference 
between euthanasia and suicide. To the 
legalist the sanction of euthanasia would 
open a Pandora’s box of problems. 


To the scientist who ponders this ques- 
tion, it is extremely difficult to prevent a 
subjective element of reasoning from dis- 
torting the evaluation of this suggested 
solution to incurable pain. 


By an act of euthanasia, does one en- 
deavor to ease the pain of the patient or . 


to ease the suffering of the relatives who 
must observe the affliction of a loved one?

Observe the vast difference if 
declarer had taken the first trick 
with his own club ace, leaving the 
queen-jack in dummy. Now the 
five diamonds could be taken, and 
West could do no better than dis- 
card as before. The lead of the 
spade jack by South would now, 
however, put West in a vise! He 
could not clear his clubs without 
giving dummy the lead, and it 
would certainly do him no good 
to lead the ace and queen of 
hearts! 

In short, declarer’s retention of 
the blank club ace was a major 
error, from which there was no 
recovery.
